As the chairman of your board, serv- 

ing during the year 1912, I beg leave to 

submit for your consideration the fol- 
owing annual report relative to the con- 


@ition of affairs of Fulton county as 


of December 31st, 1912, and also of the 
operations of your board for the year 
preceding that date: 

FINANCE. 

As shown by the report of your chair- 
man for the year 1911, the tax digest 
for that year showed taxabie property, 
returned at $97,744,210.00 and the coun- 
ty rate fixed for that year being 69 
cents on the $109.00, the income of the 
county from that source during the year 
was $586,465.26, and the taxes received 
from the railroads and other corpora- 
tions during that year amounted to 
$109,782.33, making the total income for 
the year 1911, $696,247.59. 

The tax digest for 1912 discloses tax- 
able property returned at $111,375,035.00, 
and the rate being fixed for the year at 
656 cents, the amount produced by this 
levy is $723,937.72, while the railroad 
and corporation taxes for 1912 amount 
to $126,736.57, making the total taxes 
produced by the levies made in the year 
1912 $850,674.29. From this it will be 
seen that the increase in the tax returns 
was approximately $13,009,000.00 more 
in 1912 than in 1911, and that the total 
increase of income of the county pro- 
duced by the levies made in 1912 over 
those of 1911 is $154,426.70. 

The finances of the county are in ex- 
cellent condition. It has no outstanding 
indebtedness, either in the form of 
bonds or otherwise of any character 
whatsoever, except the current liabili- 
ties for operation during the month of 
December, 1912. The same arrangement 
continues with the banks as in the pre- 
vious year; namely, that the county:is 
allowed interest at the rate of 2 per cent 
per annum on balances. The system of 
drawing money from the county treas- 
ury is the same as ‘in previous years, 
and has been highly commended by ex- 
perts who have examined into it. The 
books of all the officers handling coun- 
ty funds have been properly checked and 
audited during the past year and have 
been found to be correct in all particu- 
lars. » 
DISBURSEMENTS DURING 

YEAR 1912. 

The fiscal year of the county is from 
the Ist of October of one year to the 
30th of September of the next year, both 
inclusive, and the taxes are levied to 
cover that period in each year, so that 
‘giving the disbursements for the year 
1912 from the ist of January to the 
8ist of December, it includes so much 
of the income raised by the tax levy 
for 1911 as was unexpended on the ist 
day of January 1912, and a portion of 
the taxes raised in the year 1912, which 
was expended prior to December 31st, 
1912. ° 

The disbursements also for the month 
of December, 1912, are necessarily esti- 
mated, as the vouchers for obligations 
contracted during this month are not 
presented for payment until after the 
ist of January. The following are the 
disbursements of all kinds which were 
made during the year 1912, the month of 
December being estimated as above 
stated:

During the year 1912 contracts have 
been let in connection with the con- 
struction of the New Court House for 
terra cotta work, exterior stone work, 
tile work, plumbing, heating, electric 
wiring and clock system, aggregating 
$406,848.00 making a total of $5565,- 
140.00. A tax amounting to $100,659.19 
was levied, collected and set apart to 
the Court House fund in the year 1907; 
$100,000.00 was so levied and set apart 
in 1910 and $150,000.00 each in the 
years 1911 and 1912, to which is to be 
added $50,000.00, realized from sales 
ol the Old Alms House property, and 
$9,937.54, net, from the sale of mate- 
rial from the Old Court House, and in- 
terest on the Court House fund, making 
a total of $560,596.73. So it will be 
seen that no contracts have been let 
up to this time in excess of the amount 
of money raised for the construction 
of the Court House, and, of course, only 
a part of this money has thus far been 
expended upon these contracts. 

The work upon the Court House has 
progressed quite satisfactorily in the 
main, though owing to two circum- 
Stances considerable delay was pro- 
duced in the early part of the year 
1912, which I think will extend the 
time for the completion of this build- 
ing to quite four months longer, than 
originally contemplated. These cir- 
cumstances were—first, the excesslve 
rains which fell in Atlanta during the 
first half of the year 1912, and second, 
the bankruptcy of the contractor who 
had the contract for the reinforced con- 
crete. This contract involved perhaps 
the most important part of the struc- 
ture. inasmuch as the strength of the 
e~ tire structure depended upon the 
proper execution of this contract. I 
am pleased to state, however, that the 
circumstances mentioned in no wiSe af- 
fected the character of the work done 
on this contract. Owing to the very 
careful supervision of the Architects, 
Morgan & Dillon and Ten Eyck Brown, 
and. the superintendent in charge, Mr. 
L. P. Hunerkopf, the work under this 
contract was most excellently done up 
to the time of its abandonment by the 
original contractor, and immediately 
after its abandonment the Fidelity and 
Deposit Company of Maryland (which 
Company was surety on the contrac- 
or’. bond), under an agreement with 
the County and with the consent of 
the Court which had taken charge of 
the bankrupt contractor’s affairs, took 
charge of the abandoned construction 
and has since pressed it forward vig- 
orously and in a most satisfactory 
manner, without any loss of any kina 
to the County. The foundations of 
the building have been completed; some 
five or six stories of the concrete 
Structure has been practically com- 
pleted, and the contractors for the ex- 
terior stone work have been proceed- 
ing rapidly towards a conclusion of 
their contract. It is anticipated that 
the hous’ will be completely under 
cover by the middle of the year 1913, 
and completed, ready for occupancy, 
early in the year 1914.

Outside of the City of Atlanta the 


County has done a large amount of 
very effective work, in the improve-

COUNTY ALMS HOUSE. 

During the year 1912 the grounds 
around Alms House buildings, waich 
were completed in the year 1911, have 
been much improved; the water and 
electric light plants have been put into 
successful operation, and the farm of 
some 300 acres, which surrounds these 
buildings, has been substantially im- 
proved. The number of inmates of the 
Alms House varies from time to time, 
but has averaged during the year 1912 
about 75. Upon the Alms House proper- 
ty, wholly separate from the Alms 
House buildings, is located the Barracks, 
constructed for housing the women con- 
victs—a structure modern in all par- 
ticulars, and well adapted for its use. 
The inmates of this department have 
likewise varied from time to time dur- 
ing the year 1912, but have averaged 
about 40. All 4n all, the improvements 
of this property are of a very high 
grade, and splendidly adapted for the 
purposes for wnich they were construct- 
ed. It would be difficult to find a more 
excellent institution of this kind in the 
country. 


INDUSTRIAL FARM. 

During the year 1912 there have been 
admitted to the Industrial Farm 61 
boys; there have been paroled 54 boys; 
6 boys; 
there have been pardoned no boys, and 
there have escaped 8 boys. The total 
number of inmates of this institution 
at this time is 92 boys. The Industrial 
Farm has been one of the most success- 
ful institutions which the County has 
ever organized, and of the large num- 
ber of boys who have been paroled 
since the institution was opened, fully 
95 per cent are doing well and have 
justified the expenditures for the main- 
tenance of this institution. 

The buildings upon the Industrial 
Farm are well constructed and well 
adapted for the purpose for which they 
were built, and the farm consists of 128 
acres, and under the able management 
of the superintendent, who has been in 
charge since its inception, this farm has 
been developed into a highly productive 
farm which contributes very substan- 
tially to the cost of maintaining this in-

‘ stitution. 


Recently the County has purchased 
438 acres on the western border of the 
County, upon which it is proposed to 
lecate a counterpart of the Industrial 
Farm referred to above, (which has 
heretofore been used entirely for white 
boys), for negro juveniles. 

SIGN POSTS. 

During the year 1912 the work of con- 
structing suitable and substantial sign 
posts at points in the County where the 
roads cross each other has been’ com- 
pleted, and the sign posts erected are 
of metal and of such a durable charac- 
ter as to remain serviceable for many 
years to come. 


SALARY LAW. 


Upon the first of January, 1913, the 
recent Act of the Legislature placing al] 
of the public officers in the County on 
Salary and the fees derived 
into the County 
Treasury goes into effect, and in pur- 
suance of the provisions of that Act 
the County Board called upon the va- 
rious County officers affected by this 
Act to furnish the information required 
under the Act, which request was com- 
Plied with by the Sheriff and the Clerk 
of the Courts, the Solicitor of the Crim- 
inal Court and the Solicitor General of 
the Circuit, and the Board has under 
the provisions of that Act fixed the 
amount of money which may be expend- 
ed by the officers during the year 1913, 


turning 
from these offices 


lfor their clerks and assistants. 


The Tax Receiver, the Tax Collector 
and the Ordinary declined to comply 
with the request of the County to fur- 
nish the information required by this 
Act, upon the ground that the Act was 
unconstitutional and should not be en- 
forced against them, and further action 
or the Board with reference to these 
officers was suspended pending actions 
of mandamus, which under the instruc- 
tions from the Board were commenced 
against these officers by the County 
Attorney to compel them to comply with 
the provisions of the Act. A hearing 
was duly had upon these actions of 
mandamus before the tria} court, result- 
ing in a judgment in favor of the Coun- 
ty, from which judgment the officers in 
question have appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 

In pursuance of this Act also the 
contract between the County and the 
Sheriff for feeding the prisoners at the 
jail has been terminated and the Board 
has taken charge of this matter under 
its own appointees. It is believed that 
there will be substantial savings to the 
County from the operation of this Act. 


COUNTY POLICE, 


This department has undergone no 
change during the year 1912, but has 
constantly increased in efficiency, until 
it is safe to say that considering the 
size of the body and the _ territory 
which it is compelled to cover, it would 
be difficult to find a body of police 
more efficient or more nearly filling the 
purposes of its organization. 

In conclusion: Notwithstanding much 
lost time upon public work by reason 
of the excessive rains during the year 
1912, the County is to be congratulated 
upon the progress of its affairs during 


j} that year, not only in connection with 


its public works department, but all 
other departments, which have génerally 
been conducted by the efficient officers 
in charge thereof in a most satisfactory 
manner.

Atlanta's Niggardliness Scored 
by Superintendent Staton, 


YARDS DANGEROUS 10 LIFE 


Work Done by Schools Excellent, He 
Says, Despite the Insufficient 
Equipment. 


Atlanta’s failure to make adequate 
provision for her school children is 
severely scored by Superintendent 
William M. Slaton in his report for 
1912, just submitted to W. R. Daley, 
president of the education board. 

His report shows that many children 
are crammed in dark, damp and musty 
basement rooms, six or eight of them 
across haHs from water closets; schowl 
yards are mud banks and _ rapidly 
washing into deep gulleys, dangerous 
to life and limb; plumbing is deficient, 
and the general equipment is inade- 


quate. 

Lack of funds, he says, 
cause of all this trouble. 
. Work of Schools Good. 

The general work of the schools, 
however, he says, !Is good, and re- 
markably good considering the draw- 
backs caused by the insufficient appro- 
priation for school purposes. 

He calls attention to the fact that, 
while Atlanta appropriates only 14.7 
per cent of its income for _ schools, 
other cities appropriate as much as 20 
to 40 per cent. 

He makes twenty-nine recommenda- 
tions of things he thinks the schools 
need, and should have. Among them 
are: Increase of teachers’ salaries; im- 
proved school fixtures; improvement of 
yards; a school census; several annexes 
and auditoriums to «present school 
buildings; a new building for the 
Girls’ High school and the Boys’ Tech; 
the purchase of adjoining property to 
the Boys’ High school; fire escapes, and 
a special tax levy. 

During the year 1912 the school at- 
tendance increased from 21,418 to 
22,971, or a total of 1,558. In the past 
five years the increase was 7,356, or 
46 per cent, and in the same length of 
time the number of teachers increased 
from 325 to 632, or a total of 207, or 63 
per cent. 

There are now 58 public schools in 
Atlanta—46 for white children and I1 
for negroes. 

Because of the recent school agita- 
tion in which physicians and others 
charged that the school system was 
in need of some radical changes, the 
report of Mr. Slaton will be read with 
considerable interest. 

Mr. Slaton’s Report. 

His report in full follows: 

Atlanta. Ga., January 1, 1913.—Hon. 
W. R. Daley, President Board of Edu- 
cation, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I beg 
leave to submit the following report 
of the public schools beginning June 
8, 1907, and extending to December 31, 
1912. 

The general work of our schools is 
good, in some respects excellent and 
worthy of the highest commendation. 
In discipline, methods and results -ob- 
tained, in the loyalty of many excel- 
lent teachers and in general equipment, 
our conditions challenge pride. 

We have suffered severe limitations 
for a lack of sufficient appropriation 
of money to place our schools on a 
broad and correct basis with the lead- 
ing schoolS of America. A compara- 
tive study of the schools of Atlanta 
and those reputed to be the best or- 
ganized in the United States estab- 
lishes the fact that the people in other 
cities appropriate from 20 to 40 per 
eent of their annual taxes to school 
purposes, while we received for the 
year 1912 14.7 per cent. 

" ¥¢ our auditoriums are not seated 
and the buildings are not provided 
with ftixtures and lighting; if our 
plumbing is deficient in quantity and 
quality; if we cram children in dark, 
damp and musty basements six to 
eight feet across a hall from school 
water closets; if many of our rooms 
contain from fifty to sixty children for 
one tencher to instruct; if our school 
yards are mud banks and are rapidly 
washing into deep gullies, dangerous 
to life and limb; if our general equip- 
ment is sorely inadequate; if we con- 
not get out annual reports: if we have 
not sufficient janitor service to Keep 
our buildings clean; if we have some 
inexperience and unqualiffedness in 
our teaching force, it is all due to the 
fact that Atlanta does not recognize 
by appropriations to the school depart- 
ment the infinite importance of thor-

Gives $29,000 Towards Atlanta 
Subsidy Plan 


Local Sponsors Must Raise an Equal 
sum, According to Conditions 
of Offer. 


The Atlanta Hebrew orphan home is 
the latest beneficiary of the philan- 
thropy of Julius Rosenwald. Twenty- 
five thousand dollars have been offered 
to the local board for the subsidizing 
of widowed mothers. 

This offer follows a strenuous cam- 
paign of the local board of directors 
of the orphan home, during which 
seventeen children and eight mothers 
are receiving $2,500 a year. 


The plan for the subsidizing of 
widowed mothers has to date been in 
the hands of the following committee: 
V. H. Kriegshaber, Chairman; Oscar 
Strauss, R. A. Sonn and Leon Eplan. 
Mr. Rosenwald’s interest in the subsidy 
Plan of the Atlanta orphan home and 
his generous offer comes as a conse- 
quence of the recent trip to Chicago, 
which was taken by the chairman of 
the local committee, Mr Kriegshaber, 
and Mr. Sonn, superintendent of the 
home. The services of Judge Julian 
Mack were also at the disposal of the 
Atlanta delegates to the Chicago con- 
ference. 

When asked as to the specific ob- 
ject of the contemplated subsidy plan, 
Mr. Kriegshaber said: “The plan is to 
take care of the child in homes and dls- 
pense with Institutional buildings, not 
only providing a more natural place for 
the child, but also saving the con- 
Siderably overhead expense. The ideal 
Orphan asylum of the future would 
then be simply an executive manage- 
ment of the institution, the purpose of 
which would be to keep the family to- 
Sether, especially where the mother is 
living, until the children can help in 
the support of the family.” 

On January 12 there wil be a mee?- 
ing of the local board, at which Mr. 
Rosenwald’s offer will be considered. 
As in most of his philanthropic work, 
Mr. Rosenwald’s intention is to stimu- 
late local enthusiasm for a worthy 
cause, so he makes his offer contin- 
gent upon a like amount to be raised 
by the sponsors of the subsidy plan, 
and favorable action by the local board 
will imply a pledge on their part of 
$5,000 a year for five years. .

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PANAMA TOLLS - 
GOING TO HAGUE 
FOR ARBITRATION 


President Taft So Announces 
in New York Address 


ACTION WILL SOON BE TAKER 


Taft Says He Will Submit Matter to 
the Hague as Soon as Point at 
Issue Is Definitely Settled. 


New York, January 4.—President 
Taft declared himself unequivocally 
in favor of arbitrating the dispute be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain over the Panama canal tolls, 
in event pending negotiations between 
the two countries fail in bringing 
about a settlement. This was the 
first public declaration of the presi- 
dent regarding his attitude toward 
the question. He was speaking at a 
luncheon given in his honor by the 
International peace forum. 

“T am willing, and indeed I would 
be ashamed not to be willing,” said 
the president, “to arbitrate any ques- 
tion with Great Britain in the con- 
struction of a treaty when we reached 
the exact issue which there is be- 
tween the two nations. There need 
not be any public doubt on that sub- 
ject, so far as this administration is 
concerned. When there is a differ- 
ence that cannot be reconciled by in- 
ternational negotiation and adjust- 
ment then we are entirely willing to 
submit to an impartial tribunal. I am 
hopeful that we may get it either to 
settlement or to submission before 
this administration shall cease, but It 
may not be, because these negotiations 
move slowly. But I am glad to take 
this. opportunitv in this presence to 
say that if the time comes there will 
be no doubt about what I will do itn 
respect to the submission of that 
question, as far as my power goes, to 
an impartial tribunal for its settle- 
ment, if that is necessary.” 

Taft Drawn Out By Clews. 

The president’s remarks apparently 
were prompted by a declaration In a 
speech hy Henry Clews, banker, as- 
sertiner that for President Taft’s ad- 
ministration ‘‘to concede the right to 
arbitrate the difference would be a 
splendid achievement,” but holding 
that “we are in the wrong and would 
most likelv be defeated if it should 
go to The Hague for decision.” 

Referring to the Panama canal 
treaty the president, who had said at 
the outset of his remarks that he rose 
“with mingled feelings of sorrow and 
pleasure,” continued: 

“My friend, Mr. Clews, differs with 
me and with the administration in the 
construction of that treaty. That is 
all right. I suppose questions before 
have arisen as to construction of con- 
tracts in which good honest people have 
been on both sides. Now that presents 
to me a very significant and useful ex- 
ample with respect to arbitration. A 
go00d many people are saying ‘don’t 
arbitrate, because you are going to 
lose. This is our own canal, and, 
while England is making a point of it, 
England would not fight about it, and, 
therefore, why give up when you are 
not likely to get an arbitration that 
will be satisfactory to you and your 
view of the construction?’ Now that, 
even if this view were correct as to 
probability of result, which I need not 
admit, is just the time when I am in 
favor of an arbitration. I mean thit 
I have not gone about the country 
urging arbitration for the purpose of 
using that as a platform subject to at- 
tract the attention and approval of the 
audience. : ; 

“T hope I was more consclertious in 
advocating what I did advocate 
through the country on that head, and 
when I said to them that we never 
would have an arbitration that would 
be effective until we entered into an 
cbhligation that brought us into arbi- 
tration when we did not think we 
would win, That is the time that tests 
your faith fin that method of settle- 
ment.”’ 

Taft Devounces the Senate. 

Mr. Taft warmly denounced the sen- 
ate in connection with the defeat of 
the proposed arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and France. “Once in a 
while,” he said, “there comes an op- 
portunity that sems to be a great step 
forward, and when that opportunity ts 
when the step which might have 
been taken is not taken, the hearts of 
those whose hopes were high are sad- 
dened. And this meeting brings back 
tc me the earnest feeling that I had in 
my soul after I had visited almost 
every state in the union and urged the 
confirmation of treaties which we had

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WILSON COMING 
TO BIG MEETING 


Noted Visitors to Attend Pres= 
byterian Convention 


Thomas Marshall and William Jen-| 


nings Bryan Also Expected 
to Speak. 


At the great gathering of Presby- 
terlans in Atlanta on May 15 there 
will be among the noted visitors Wood- 
row Wilson, president of the United 
States; Thomas R. Marshall, vice pres- 
ident of the United States, and William 
Jennings Bryan. They are all three 
Presbyterian elders. As representatives 
of their churches and congregations 
from every section of the country, 
there will come the most noted divines 
and men of business and women of 
social prominence. It is expected that 
fully five thousand Presbyterians will 
be present. 

The Branches Will Meet. 

What will make the gathering so 
unusual and important 4s the fact that 
three branches of tthe Presbyterian 
church wi] meet here at the same 
time—the Northern Presbyterians, the 
Southern Presbyterians and the United 
Presbyterians—each holding in the 
city simultaneously the annual meeting 
of its general assembly. 

As overtures Save already passed 
between the Southern Presbyterians 
and the United Presbyterians, it is be- 
lieved that the meeting in Atlanta will 
result in these two branches of the 
church being permanently united into 
one body. 

The bringing together at the same 
time of thé three branches of the 
church was the result of the action of 
the Presbyterians Ministens’ associa- 
tion of Atjanta, In Atlanta there is 4 
church each of the Northern Presby- 
terians and the United Presbyterians, 
and this fact led te-the movement be- 
ing originated here when it could not 
have been inaugurated elsewhere. 

On the evening of May 15 the first 
general meeting will be held at the 
Auditorium, where there will be a joint 
service of all three bodies. At this 
meeting a number of eight-minute ad- 
dresses will be made. Among the 
speakers so far selected are Woodrow 
Wilson and J, A, McDonald, editor and 
owner of The Toronto Globe, one of 
the most noted members of the North- 
ern Presbyterian church. 

Where Meetings Will Be Held. 

After the first general session, the 
different bodies will meet each day for 
eight days as follows: The Southern 
Presbyterians, in the North Avenue 
Presbyterian church; the Northern 
Presbyterians, in the Baptist Taber- 
nacle; the United Presbyterians, in the 
Central Presbyterian church. 

Each evening during the week all 
the three bodies will convene at the 
Tabernacla for public and joint serv- 
ices. These evening gatherings will 
be known as “the popular meetings,” 
at which will be generally discussed 
all matters pertaining to the great 
common problems which this church is 
facing. Special speakers for these dis- 
cussions will be named by the com- 
mittee on program and arrangements. 

There will meet in Artlanta at the 
same time women of the Northern 
Presbyterian church who represent the 
home and foreign mission boards. 
Among these will 
noted for their church work through- 
out the country. 

Two special committees haye been 
appointed, ong on entertainment and the 
other on program and arrangements. 
The first named will have the follow- 
ing officers: S. M. Inman, chairman; 
J. K. Orr, first vice chairman; John J. 
Eagan, second vice chairman; J. W. 
Patterson, chairman of the finance sub- 
committee.

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President Presides at What He 
Siyles His “Political Wake"

ADMINISTRATION DEFENDEG 


President Attacks the Enemies Whom 
He Considers Responsible for 
His Political Demise. 


New York, January 4.—President 
Taft presided here tonight at what he 
Styled his own “political wake.” He 
made the funeral oration over his po- 
litical corpse; asked modest praise for 
the deeds that he dld while he lived 
in the white house; recited at length 
the causes that led to his “demise,” 
and attacked the. enemies he held re- 
sponsible for his taking off. 

The president did this in speaking 
at the republican “reorganization” din- 
ner, given at the Waldorf-Astoria to 
more than 1,000 republicans from all 
over the country. He spoke for more 
than an hour. His defense of his ad- 
ministration was the legislative re- 
sults it has produced; his reply to per- 
sonal criticism was that he had beea 
more misunderstood than blameworthy. 
His attacks upon his political, oppo- 
nents—confined almost exclusively to 
the progressive—was not bitter, but 
sorrowful 

Tonight's dinner was held under the 
auspices of the Union League club 
and the Republican club, of New 
York; the Republican club, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Union League club, 
of Philadelphia. The diners roundly 
cheered the opening speech of. J. Van- 
Vechton Olcott, president of the Re- 
publican club, of this city, the toast- 
master, when he declared that the 
party accepted defeat without dis- 
couragement and that it would con- 
tinue to stand on fixed principles. 
Samuel J. Elder, president of the Re- 
publican club, of Massachusetts, was 
another speaker.

COLLIDE IN BAY 


The Julia Luckenbach Sunk y 
the Indrakuala, 


ONLY 8 PERSONS RESCUED 


Survivors Climbed to Rigging and Were 
Lashed for Hours by a 
Fierce Gale. 


Newport News., Va., January 4.—EHight 
survivors of the steamer Julia Lucken- 
bach, rammed and sunk in Chesapeake 
bay early yesterday by the British 
tramp Indrakuala, arrived here today 
and told how twenty-two of their 
number had gone down without 4 
chance for life. The fortunate eight, 
after a six-hour battle with a terrific 
gale, were taken from the rigging of 
their sunken ship by the Danish steam- 
er Pennsylvania and brought here. 

The Luckenbach, from Port Tampa 
to Baltimore, was about to anchor off 
the Tangier gas buoy, at the mouth of 
the Potomac, early yesterday, when 
the Indrakuala caught her and cut her 
practically in two. She went down im- 
mediately, and only the men on deck 
had a chance for life. The Indrakuala, 
badly damaged and in danger of sink- 
ing, drew off, and beached to save her- 
self. Captain Gilbert, of the Lucken- 
bach, and his wife were among the 
lost. 

Hard Fight for Life. 

The survivors had scarcely reached 
the topmost parts of the rigging of 
the submerged hulk when the sweeping 
gale of yesterday passed over the bay, 
and for six hours they fought for life, 
while some of their number, exhausted, 
dropped off, one by one, to death. 

With a wind blowing at cyclonic 
velocity and waves beating against 
them, the hardiest ones held fast until 
their clothes were torn to shreds, and 
they were on the verge of exhaustion. 
Chief Engineer Chris Knudson was one 
of those in the rigging. He endured 
the gale until his hands were bleeding 
from gripping the ropes. He became 
exhausted, let go and went down be- 
fore assistance came.

All Rainfall Records for State 
Broken by 1912, 


Never before in tne history of the 
state of Georgia has there Leen as 
heavy a rainfall throughout the entire 
state as during the year of 1912. 
Compilation of the state records taken 


from the various weather bureau sta- 


tions in Georgia shows that the aver- 
age rainfall for the twelve months 
was 63.25 inches, an excess of 13.25 
inches over the normal rainfall of 40 
inches per year. 

This excess is greater than i inch 
per month. In the records nine sta- 
tlons show more than 71 
rain. This heavy average is puzzling 
meteorolofiists.- They are awaiting 
with more than usual interest the 
passing of the next two or three years 
to see if it can be the result of any 
climatological change. 

A few of the stations have reported 
individually heavier rainfall in past 
years, but never before have the great 
majority of them experienced such an 
excess of moisture, The nearest ap- 
proach to it was in 1901, when the 
average for Georgia was 57.58 inches, 
and that was nearly 6 inches less for 
the year than the present statistics 
show. 

The wettest months of the year 
were Mirch and April with 8.32 and 
7.21 inches respectively, and only three 
months in the year showed a deficiency 
in the normal rainfalk They were 
August, November and December, and 
the deficiency was so slight as not to 
lower the annual figures to any great 
extent. 

As a general rule more rain falls 
per year in north Georgia than in any 
other section of the state, but 1912 
while showing only two stations in the 
northern section with 71 inches, has 
seven stations in the middle and south- 
ernn portion with that amount. 

The stations that show more than 
71 inches rainfall for the ‘past twelve 
months are: Clayton 78.87 and Dia- 
mond 72.05, in the northern part of 
the state; Butler 71.71, Dublin 70.30, 
Marsnallville 70.61 and Statesboro 
70,04, in the middle section, and Fort 
Gaines 70.68, Thomasville 71.21 ana 
Valdosta 71.50, in svuth Georgia. 

In Atlanta, where 64.09 inches of 
rain fell, all records for the past 33 
years, with the execpeion of the 64.98 
inches that fell in 1888, were broken. 
The normal rainfall for Atlanta is 
49.36, showing an execss here of 14.73 
inches. 

And with all this rainfall of the 
previous ycar there is a chance that 
more rain will fall tomorrow night. 
The general forecast is for fair and 
cooler weather for Sunday, but there 
are certain disturbing elements in the 
atmosphere that may mean more rain 
before Monday morning.

BACK TAX PAYERS 


‘Many Are the Kicks, But the 
Costs Must Be 
Paid.

Many Atlantans who have paid calls 
at the state and county tax office to 
pay back taxes have been both sur- 
prised and disgruntled to find they are 
no longer allowed to deduct the 
amount of costs. Under the salarv 
law the tax collector cannot accom- 
modate his friends by saving them the 
costs. In the past, as the costs went 
to him, he could deduct them when- 
ever he saw fit, and, as is well known, 
Andy Stewart “saw fit” on sundry oc- 
casions. 

Pending the appeal to the supreme 
court, where the validity of the sal- 
ary act will be tested, the tax costs 
will be collected and set aside until 
the case is finally decided. If the sal- 
ary law is held to be constitutional 
the costs will go to the county; tf the 
law is declared invalid; the costs will 
xo to the tax collector. But all costs 
must ‘be collected at this time. The 
costs amount to $1.50 on all amounts 
under $100 and $2.50 on all amounts 
over $100.

CITY OF MOSQUITO 


Crusade Against Agents of 
Fever Germs Will Be 
Renewed. 


The crusade against the mosquito 
and fly, the dreaded agents of fever 
germs, will be renewed with vigor dur- 
ing the coming summer. An appro- 
priation of at least $5,000, according 
to city physicians, would rid Atlanta 
of the mosquito and would go far 
toward driving the files out of the 
city. : 

The report of Dr. Claud Smith, city 
bacteriologist, says that during the 
past year the board of health crusade 
against the mosquito has been more ef- 
fective than ever, and points out that 
the protection afforded the city could 
be made more effective by carrying 
the work into sections just outside the 
city. Dr. Smith says the county should 
aid the city in the work of extermina- 
tion. 

County Will Give Aid. 

“The city and county could supply 

the funds necessary to carry out the 


work,” he adds. “The county commis- 
sioners have at all times shown a 
willingness to co-operate in matters 
of health protection, and a conference 
with them as to a plan of co-operation 
would no doubt result favorably.” 
The educational exhibits arranged by 
Dr. Smith and displayed at the en- 
trance of the city hall are referred 
to in the report. The first exhibit 
showed the mosquito in every stage 
of hibernation, and the one that fol- 
lowed showed the pesky fly. Both at- 
tracted the attention o fthe women’s 
clubs, and were shown at a recent con- 


vention. 

One of the striking features of the| 
report deals with diphtheria. Dr. 
Smith calis attention to the et | 
of greater laboratory § facilities, ex- | 
plaining that with the necessary means 
of making examinations the disease 
can almost be eliminated. 

No Appreciable Decrease. 

There was no appreciable decrease 
in diphtheria mortality since the mod!- 
fication of the quarantine rules. On 


the recommendation of the Fulton 
County Medical association the board 
of health decided to release all cases 
of diphtheria, either by one negative 
culture or ten days after the clinical 
signs had disappeared. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the number of diphtheria cases report- 
ed by physicians has not varied much 
during the past three vears. In 1912, 
271 first positive. cultures were sent 
to the laboratory and twenty-one pa- 
tients died. In 1911 there were 265 
first positive cultures sent and seven- 
teen patients died. In 1910, 250 first 
positive cultures were sent and fifteen 
patients died. 

“At best, the home quarantine is 
rarely thorough and among the poorer 
Classes is an impossibility,” Dr. Smith 
reports. “You can readily appreciate 
this when you recall the large number 
of families where there are several 
children with no servant, and the 
mother must do all the cooking, as 
well as look after the sick child. 


Mortality Increased Slightly. 


‘During the past year you will see 
that the mortality has increased 
slightly, and it is possible that this 
increase might be partially accounted 
for by the Increased population and the 
increased congestion. 

“It is interesting to note that of the 
238 children found In the schools dur- 
ing 1910 with positive diphtheria cul- 
tures from their throats, fourteen of 
these same children were again found 
with the diphtheria germs in 1911.” 

Dr. Smith urges that a campaign of 
education be started for the benefit 
of producer and consumer to protect 
the milk supply. Arrangements are 
being made with State Veterinariar 
Bahnsen whereby Atlanta’s milk sup- 
Ply will be protected against tuber- 
culosis contamination. 

Recommendation is made that the 
board provide for collecting specimen 
bottles from all drug stores. The city 
is urged to hasten the purchase of 
property adjacent to the water basins 
to protect the water supply from con- 
tamination. 

The report concludes with a recom- 
mendation for facilities to enable the 
department to issue a. weekly or 
monthly bulletin.

findings. He said the strike wouid be 
kept up until demanas for better wages 
and reduced hours were granted. If 
these conces:ions were made, he sald, 
the strikers might consent to modify 
their other demanas. Labor leaders 
estimated the number of operatives oui 
tonight at about 107,000. 
A crowd of idle men today attacked 
clothing shop just off Broadway, 
where 100 operatives had refused to 
quit work.

New York Boxing Commission 
Overlooked Crying Needs 


Revision of Weights Good Thing, 
Says Corbett---Gossip of Dif- 
ferent Divisions.

New York, January 4.—~(Special.)— 
In the set of “new” rules promulgated 
by the New York state athletic com- 
mission last week a number of com- 
paratively unimportant features are 
introduced, while certain crying needs 
of the sport are entirely overlooked. 
The rules are just about what would 
be expected from a collaboration by 
two men directly opposite in their 
views of how boxing should be con- 
ducted and are a great disappointment 
to those who have the interests of the 


gport at heart. 

Commissioner O'Neil, to give that 
gentleman credit due, realizes that 
professional boxing is no pa-lor game 
and is anxious to govern the sport 
accordingly. Major Dixon, his associ- 
ate, is apparently influenced very 
much by his experience in amateur 
sport with which he has long teen 
identified. 

There are several paragraphs out- 
lining the duties of the referee, it 
after reading them through carefully 
one wonders why a referee at all. 
The job calls for nothing in the way 
of knowledge of boxing or experience 
in any capacity with the sport. A 
clerk from the ribbon counter v0 
had never witnessed a bout could per- 
form the duties assigned to the third 
man in the ring. 

Referee’s Hands Tied. 


The rules tie a referee's hands -v 
effectually that he scarcely has more 
authority than the average spectatcr. 
In fact, as | understand them, the 
only authority vested in him is the 
power to stop a bout when it is so 
one-sided as to be obvious to every- 
body present. Hc is not even allowed 
to disqualify a foul fighter. There is 
not a line to govern his actions in 
such a contingency. And as for hav- 
ing the referees render decisions, that 
would be playing right into the hands 
of the horrid gamblers and too ter- 
rible to contempiate, 

I would like to see three red-bloc1- 
ed men on the athketic commission. A 
new governor is on the job now. I 
hope he feels the same way about it, 
too, and I have reason to believe he 
does. 

The commission has also undertaken 
the regulation of weights in the dif- 
ferent classes and to * ip out matters 
has created two new divisions or 
classes—paperweight and commission- 
weight, the former to be Imited to 
105 pounds and the latted (a new name 
for the light-heavies) set. at 175 
pounds. 

This is in accordance with a request 
made, it is said, by the ring authori- 
ties of England nd France to assist 
in compiling an imternational scale 
to govern the various divisions. 

World Weight Standard. 

This is a step in the right direction 
and any movement that has as its ob- 
ject the establishment of world-wide 
standard should be supported. Still 
New York state is not the entire 
Ul. S. A. and its strikes me that those 
interested in the sport in other boxing 
eenters of the country should have 
been consulted upon such an impor- 
tant matter as revision of Weights, 
before the commission submitted the 
new scale to the ring authorities of 
foreign countries for ar>roval. 

The most radical changes in weights 
in the New York cale are made in 
the smaller divisions. It is a more 
difficult task for the average bantam 
weight to concede one pound-to an 
opponent than for a heavyweight to. 
give away ten times as much. Yet 
the local body has widened the breach 
between two of the smallest classes 
by increasing the limit in the feather- 
weight class to 125 and reducing the 
bantam limit to 115. From this it is 
evident that the commissioners have a 
great dea] to 
boxers according to weight.

One feature is that 
each “nine” will start and finish at 
the clubhouse, thug enabling the play- 
ers who have only time for nine holes 
to play either nine, returning to the 
club instead of finishing away off as ig 
the case with the present first nine, or 
Starting away off as is the case with 
the present secohd nine. 

The Brookhaven club’s course is 
coming along nicely, under McKenzie’s 
careful preparations.

An English official in Burma, on a

GOVERNMENT MONEY 
ON FARM MCRTGAGES 


Washington, January 4.—Govern- 
ment loans on farm mortgages at low 
interest rates were proposed tn a bill 
today bv Representative Bathrick, of 
Ohio. The plan outlined is to attain 
the same object as the “rural credits” 
System proposed by President Taft. 

The bill would provide for the es- 
tablishment of a bureau of farm loans 
in the treasury department with a loan 
commissioner appointed by the presi- 
dent. The secretary of the treasury 
would be authorized to raise funds for 
loaning to “‘bona fide tillers of the soil” 
On farm mortgages by the issue of 
government bonds at not to exceed 4 
per cent interest. The loans would be 
made on farms of which at least one- 
half must be under cultivation. 

Applications for loans would be made 
to the commissioner. who would cer- 
tify to value of the property, to be 
ascertained by the owner and apprais- 
ers appointed by the commissioner, to 
the secretary of the. treasury, who 
would loan not to exceed 60 per cent of 
the value of the land on a mortgage 
made out to the secretary of the treas- 
ury at not more than 4% per cent in- 
terest 

The bill would exempt both mort- 
Kases and bonds issued under the act 
from taxation, and proposes an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for the installation 
of the plan.

IN SLEEPY HOLLOW 


President Taft Attended the 
Funeral of the Late 
Ambassador. 


New York, January 4.—The body of 
Whitelaw Reid, late ambassador to 
Great Britain, was carried today to its 
last resting place in Sleepy Hollow 
cemetery at Tarrytown. President 
Taft, cabinet officers, representatives 
of the army and navy and of the Brit- 
ish embassy, the bereaved family, and 
hundreds of friends and associates of 
the late ambassador attended the fu- 
neral this morning in the cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. 

Bishop David H. Greer conducted the 
service, assisted by Bishop Leonard, of 
Cleveland, representing the diocese of 
Dhio, in which Mr. Reid used to reside. 
Bishop Boyd Carpenter, canon of West- 
minster Abbey, represented the clergy 


of England. 
President Taft came from Washington 


with Secretary of State Knox: Charles 
D. Hilles, the president’s secretary, and 
Major Thomag L. Roades, his military 
aide. Great Britain was represented 
by her American ambassador, James 
Bryce, and members of his sulte and 
the officers of the cruileer Natal, which 
brought the body across the Atlantic. 
The United States army was officially 
represented by Major General Barry, 
and the navy by Rear Admiral Fiske. 

Among others present were Sir Ern- 
est H. Shackleton, the polar explorer, 
representing the pilgrims of Great 
Britain, and ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt, from the American pilgrims. 

The honorary pallbearers included:

These families aggregate about 
thirty people. Upon their arrival the 
plantation was cleared of its negro 
laborers and the white families dom- 
‘iciled on the farm. They propose to do 
all of their work and to win the con- 
fidence of the white people of the 
neighborhood. 
Other large plantations of the coun- 

are endeavoring to secure white 
families to settle on small farms to 
be laid out by their owners. B. P. 
Starbuck, about one and a half miles 
south of town, has on his farm of 
2.100 acres six families from Indiana 
and California. Also, A. T, and G. L. 
Small, who hold large tracts of land 
about 6 miles east of town, have lo- 
cated families from north Georgia who 
will cast their fortunes here, they 
having purchased their farms. 

A number of immigrants from Vir- 
ginia and North and South Carolina 
have purchased farms in Houston, ang 
are endeavoring to make their farnis 
self-supporting in every way.

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SHERIFF UNDER FIRE 
FOR SUICIDE OF NEGRO 


Montgomery, Ala., January 4.—Gov- 
ernor O'Neal has ordered impeachment 
proceedings against Sheriff William 
Martin, of Hale county, to .determine 
whether or not the officer was crim- 
inally negligent when he allowed a 
prisoner, Will Thomas, a negro charged 
with wife murder, to secure carbolic 
acid with which to kill himself.

Thomas 
drank the poison aid died from its 
effects. 
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PRISONER DESCRIBES THRILLS 
MOVING PICTURES GIVE LIFERS 


How the “lifers’” in the federal pris- 
on, and the “long-timers” who haven't 
felt freedom in twenty or more years, 
viewed for the first time in their lives, 
two weeks ago, the dazzling sight of 
living men and the throbbing outside 
world cast upon the moving picture 
screen before them is described in vivid 
terms by one of the prisoners In the 
January issue of Good Words, the 
prison paper. Several other articles 
of distinct merit, some very pointed 
and witty paragraphs, and an excellent 
poem, “Look Again,” are contained in 
the paper, showing the encouragement 
to right thinking that is being given 
to the 918 prisoners at the penitentiary. 

Register No. 3419, the § editor-in- 
£hief of Good Words, is the author 
of the moving picture  descrintion, 
which has attracted a good deal of 
comment both inside the prison and 
out. In part his article follows: 

The First Glimpse 

“Why, it’s just ike you was lookin’ 
at folks!” wag the exclamation of an 
excited “‘lifer’’ when the first film of 
the first moving-picture show ever seen 
within the walls of a federal peniten- 
tiary was flashed upon the canvas. 

The writer occupied a seat between 
two life prisoners, neither of whom haa 
ever seen a moving picture, both had 
been sailors, one, of the old school, now 
serving his thirty-third year within 
prison walls; the other, a man-o’-war’s- 
man, serving his sixteenth year. The 
rapt attention of the older was only 
outdone by the excited exclamation, 
“Oh, there’s. Schroeder!” from the 
Other, when he espied the rear ad- 
miral in a group attending the launch- 
ing of the battleship New York, as 
shown in one of the Animated Weekly 
films depiciting current events. The 


humorous films drew forth round after 
round of applause and laughter, but 
when the western scenes were exhibit- 
ed there were cowboy and Indian 
“lifers’” in the audience who watched 
every move of the skilful horsemen 
with marked attention and longing 
eyes. Who knows the thoughts that 
throbbed wtihin the brains of these 
men, who, had they the opportunfty, 
could perhaps have given a far finer 
exhibition of horsemanship? “It was 
fine!” was the only comment of an In- 
dian “lifer,” now serving his four- 
teenth year in prison—and yet it spoke 
volumes. 
Enthustastic Applause. 

Wihen the animated weeklies flash- 
ed their lifelike representations of 
men well known in public life upon 
the canvas the applause that greeted 
each one spoke highly for ‘the clear- 
ness of the films. When the exhibi- 
tion ended and the prisoners, includ- 
ing men from mountain fastness and 
from modern mansion, filed slowly to 
their cells, the sentiment of all was 
echged in the unrestrained voice of a 
‘lifer’ who shouted “Come again!” 
This same life prisoner, now serving 
his twenty-first year in prison, whose 
record until a few months ago was 
bad, and who viewed moving pictures 
for the first time, remarked later, 
“I’ve got a reputation as an ingrate, 
and I don’t ever expect to leave here, 
but the thing that hurts me most is 
the fact that I’ve no way to show 
these people my gratitude. 

If moving pictures can arouse such 
sentiments as these, the beneficial re- 
sults to be obtained from moving pic- 
tures of an educational nature, ex- 


hibited within the walls of prisons, 
cannot be overestimated.

Chairman of local board promised 
extra books, also a sewing machine to 
be used by the school girls. 

Principal of school furnished his in- 
dividual tools for the boys and gfris 
industrial work. Lumber donated and 
goods boxes used to economize. Chil- 
dren enjoyed the werk, and carried 
home such articles as breadboards, 
Keyracks, axhandles, tables, etc. : 

All work has amounted to $189.75. 
Trying to get our people to see and 
feel the need of better sanitary condi- 
tions, and have recommended resolu- 
tions to that effect, urging them to 
take this matter in hand for the sake 
of our health. 

We feel that we are so small and 
have done so Httle, and our working 
number so limited, that our efforts are 
hardly worth while; but, for the sake 
of the boys and girls in our midst, we 
are trying to do something, that they 
may have better equipment to fit them 
for a real purpose in life.

READ BEFORE ATLANTA CHAPTER

convention ever held by the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy was 
that which brought together about 
1,800 women at the New Willard, in 
Washington, November 12.

Odenheimer, of Maryland, first vice 
president general, and Mrs. Butler, 
president of the hostess chapter, the 
gracious smile of President Taft beam- 
ing upon the boxes and audience of 
elegant women, was a picture not soon 
forgotten. 

The marine band from the white 
house kept the audience in ecstatic 
patriotic ebullition by its matchless 
rendition of “Dixie” and _ kindred 
southern songs; and when  Presi- 
dent Taft arose to deliver the address 
which will go down to history with a 
pean of praise for its broad kindly 
spirit, even southern women forgot 
dignity for the moment and the femi- 
nine “rebel yell’’ kept him standing, 
smiling, bowing, and evidently happy 
to sit beside even a Dixie flag. For 
the first time since the war between 
the states—and that is what the con- 
vention -voted to call it, not the civil 
war—the confederate flag proudly 
waved its folds unrebuked at the capi- 
tal of the nation. Who can say that 
time does not soften? 

The convention opened Wednesday 
morning with Mrs. Frank Odenheimer, 
of Maryland, in the chair, owing to 
Mrs. Alexander B. White having been 
detained at home in consequence of a 
fatal malady which is daily expected 
to take from her her beloved husband. 
Many expressions of love and sy 
pathy were sent Mrs. White. 

With only three days’ 
preparation, Mrs. Odenheimer took up 
and well discharged the difficult task 
of presiding over so large a body.

Scurlock. 

In The Constitution of December 1, 
1912, the state editor has asked for 
information as to the grave of Wil- 
liam Scurlock, a revolutionary soldier, 
buried near Columbus. Some informa- 
tion relative to the Scurlock family 
may be of interest, ana a brief sketch 
is given below: 

William Scurlock was born in North 
Carolina, and served ‘n the revolution 
with the militia of that state. It seems 
likely that the family removed first to 
South Carolina, as a William Scurlock 
received a bounty in that state (Revo- 
lutionary Bounties, Book 4) in 1784. He 
received a bounty in the Georgta lot- 
tery of 1827, being then a resident of 
Baldwin county. He was a revolution- 
ary pensioner, and the records show

The father of Willlam Scurlock was 
Joshua Scurlock. He made his will in 
Hancock county, Georgia, September 
14, 1794 (Probated August 18, 1795), 
and mentions children, Agatha Watts, 
Thomas Scurlock, Elizabeth Scurlock, 
Daniel Scurlock, William James, Press- 
ley, Joshua, Sarah Parker and Lucy 
Norman, and made his sons William 
and Daniel pais executors. In 1803 Wil- 
liam Scurlock returned for taxes in 
Hancock county three slaves; no land. 

Joshua Scurlock drew 560 acres in 
Wilkes county in 1785, on Upton’s 
creek, Joshua Scurlock was captain of 
the Jack3»n county militia in 1801, anda 
was granted 624 acres in that county 
in 1815. In 1820 the entire family seems 
to have been living in Baldwin co.in- 
ty. Sarah Scurlock married, in 1793, 
Jacob Parker, Jr., who died in a few 
months, their twin daughters, Sarah 
and Polly. being born after his death. 
Sarah Parker and William Ryan were 
made administrators of the estate of 
Jacob Parker, and they were married 
a few years later.

THE BIBLE CONFERENCE. 


In another column is told the story of 
the plans for making permanent and self- 
perpetuating the annual Atlanta Bible con- 
ference, inaugurated more than fourteen 
years ago by Dr. Len G. Broughton, now 
holding one of the most important charges 
in London, England. More than 200 promi- 
nent Atlantans, representing nearly every 
denomination, have organized and secured 
a charter with the specific purpose of as- 
suring that the conference, which is the 
greatest single enterprise of its character 
in the world, be not only a permanent Atlanta 
institution, but one as well dependent upon 
no one personality for its continuity and 
success. The Rev. Dr. Richard Orme Flinn, 
of the North Avenue Presbyterian church, 
is chairman of the executive committee, and 
has associated with him some of the strong- 
est men in Atlanta.

The Massachusetts conference 18, 
however, held in the summer and is, to 
an extent, a vacational project. The At- 
lanta conference, held in the spring of the 
year in a large city, is the only one of its 
kind in Christendom. 

Under the stimulus of Dr. Broughton 
Bible students and authorities of world- 
note have been brought to Atlanta with 
each recurring spring. The attendance has 
been drawn from every portion of the south 
and the nation. The conferences have been 
essentially inter-denominational in scope 
and purpose, and have been indorsed by 
virtually every minister in the city. 

Dr. Broughton has promised to attend 
the forthcoming spring.session, and it is 
planned not only to make him permanent 
director, but as well to enlist his influence 
in securing pledges of co-operation from the 
conspicuous figures in the religious ‘worid 
who have heretofore given standing to the 
conferences. The project is one that should 
draw the support not only of the churches 
generally, but as well of every layman in- 
terested in the cause of religious advance- 
ment. 
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A NEW STATE CONSTITUTION. 


In another column Grover C. Edmond- 
son, of Quitman, youngest member of the 
Georgia legislature and a “comer” in Geor- 
gia politics, takes the position that the 
state is in need of a new constitution. Mr. 
Edmondson supports his contentions with 
strong arguments, indicating his . close 
familiarity with the broader problems now 
confronting the commonwealth. 

Few persons will assert that the pres- 
ent constitution a perfect document, 
Succeeding the organic law of 1868, which 
was framed with the wide latitude charac- 
terizing the reconstruction period, the con- 
stitution of 1877 swayed to the opposite 
extreme. Robert Toombs, its creative 
genius, boasted that in engineering the new 
charter he had locked the doors of the 
treasury and thrown the key away. It is 
possible that in the thirty-five years that 
have elapsed radically changed conditions 
have, as Mr. Edmondson asserts, brought 
need of decided readjustment in the con- 
stitution. Here and there are apparent itn- 
dications that the cramping limitations of 
the product of 1877 embarrass Georgia in 
many respects in contrast with other 
progressive states. Certainly our educa- 
tional and fiscal and, in some particulars, 
our judicial and administrative systems are 
outworn and effete. 

We are not clear as to the desirability 
of a new constitution; frankly, we doubt if 
so sweeping a change is needed. 
Edmondson’s clear-cut reasoning will rouse 
discussion as to the method whereby we 
are to secure the more obviously urgent al- 
terations. To mature deliberation must 
be left the decision as to whether they are 
to come from a constitutional convention 
or by the already-tested plan of graduai 
amendment at the ballot box.

SUPT. SLATON’S GOOD RECORD. 


The splendid progress and achievement 
of the public school system of Atlanta 1s 
accurately reflected in the annual] report 
of Superintendent William M. Slaton, and 
summarized elsewhere.. The _ strides re- 
corded in the past five and a half years 
are indicated in a series of figures and 
comparisons that speak eloquently of the 
ability and fidelity the superintendent has 
brought to the discharge of his rapidly 
expanding duties. 

In the period named, for instance, there 
is an increase of 46 per cent in the enroil- 
ment of pupils, or from 15,988 in 1907 to 
23,344 in December, 1912, a comparisun 
conclusively indicating the growth and maz- 
nitude of the system; a garn of 63 per cent 
in the number of teachers, or from 325 in 
1907 to 532 in December of 1912; an in- 
crease of 28 buildings and approximate 
advances in the matters of rent paid otit 
for extra buildings, the enhancement in 
value of school property, the addition of 
equipment and in the amount appropriated 
for general upkeep. The patrons of the 
schools owe it to themselves and the city 
to analyze the superintendent’s report care- 
fully. That is the one method whereby 
they may gain a fair idea of the results he 
insufficient appropria- 
tions, and of the urgency of the needs he 
has so long been stressing upon the board, 
the council and the city. 

Of the many new features added dur- 
ing Superintendent Slaton’s incumbency, it 
is superfluous to speak in detail. They 
comprise the best and most advanced 
thought in educational lines in this coun- 
try, and together tend to keep Atlanta 
abreast of other American cities. It is a 
conservative statement that few men could 


have developed the executive capacity, the | 
ingenuity and the patience to have wrought | 


so well, as has Superintendent Slation, un- 
der the handicaps impesed by cramped 
finances and limited authority. The rec- 
ommendations he so clearly points out 
deserve the closest attention of the board, 
the council and every present and pros- 
pective patron of the schools.

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Does Georgia Need a New Constitution? 


Grover C. Edmondson, Youngest Member of the Legislature, Advances 
Strong Arguments in the Affirmative. 


Editor Constitution: The constitution of 


1877, now Of force, was adopted more than . 


thirty-five years ago. A generation has pass- 
ed, customs have changed, 
changed, and during that period of time new 
methods have been adopted! What seemed 
expedient thirty-five years ago is likely to 
seem antiquated at this time. As those thirty- 
five years have gone by we have taken many 
steps toward progressive advancement. 

The constitution of 1877 has served its 
usefulness. As originally adopted, it was a 
Srand and inspiring document. That illus- 
trious Georgian, General Robert Toombs, 
was the dominant figure of the convention, 
Georgia's treasury being distressed, he ad- 
vanced the funds necessary for holding the 
convention. His pre-eminent intellect dic- 
tated the policy and the deliberations of the 
convention. General Toombs wanted the con- 
stitution of 1868 changed, because that con- 
stitution was the work of reconstruction. The 
constitution of 1877 was a wonderful !mprove- 
ment over the constitution of 1868. It seem- 
ed nearer the heart of southern sentiment and 
environments. When the constitution of 1877 
was made the south had hardly passed from 
the ruins of the most cruel and bloody civil 
war known to history. Our section was vic- 
timized by the hideous infamy of carpet-bag 
rule. The constitution of 1877 put new life 
into the state. 

Thirty-five years have come and gone, and 
we have progressed to an astonishing extent. 
As is natural, each step of progress has been 
marked by constitutional amendments until 
the document of Toombs Is patched to such an 
extent that if its author should awake he 
would not recognize the original garment. He 
would be the first man to suggest a new con- 
stitutional convention. 

While I am not a progressive in the par- 
tisan sense of the word, yet I do believe in 


». 


conditions have. 


advancement. I heartily indorse all pro- 
gressive steps looking toward improvement. 
The incoming tides of time have suggested 
changes, and it is imperative that we revise 
the fundamental law of tne state and bring 
the constitution up to date. 

In such constitution we should reform the 
judiciary and insure speedy justice at the least 
expense to the taxpayers, I detest the railroad 
System of rushing men into prison life, yet I 
do believe in the speedy vindication of law, 
of less technicalities and more justice, at the 
least expense to the people. A new constitu- 
tion would accomplish this much desired end. 
We could forever obliterate the infamous city 
court system. Those who oppose it would 
have the opportunity to abolish the court of 
appeals, and we could have a supreme court 
of nine justices divided into civil and criml- 
nal divisions. : 

If a new constitution was adopted the 
legislative branch of state government would 
not be hindered with these innumerable con- 
stitutional amendments, and it could spend 
its time in legislating to the best interests of 
the state and people. Each session of the ler- 
islature is found tinkering with the constitu- 
tion. and we should have one jubilee and 
wind up the job by making a brand-new con- 
stitution. 

We have outgrown this outworn system, 
and it is better that we clothe Miss Georgia 
in the latest fad, becoming to her unequaled 
station in our repuwblic. 

The constitution of 1877 no longer exists. 
The old fabric is covered by patches, and it 
is now to the Georgia legislature what the 
enchanted lamp was to the beguiled Aladdin.

States Senate. 


Austin, Texas, January 4,—The ap- 
pointment of R. M. Johnston, president 
and editor-in-chief of The Houston 
Post, a8 successor to Joseph W. Bailey 
in the United States senate for the 
term expiring March 4 next, was an- 
nounced today by Governor Colquitt 

Colonel Johnston has been a sup- 
porter of Senator Bailey throughout 
the bitter political fights in Texas 
which for several years have centered 
about Senator Bailey. Colonel John- 
ston was for twelve years democratic 
national committeeman for Texas, his 
service ending last summer, when the 
Texas primaries turned in a landslide 
vote for Woodrow Wilson as prefer- 
ential presidential nominee. He had 
supported Judson Harmon, and did not 
stand tor re-election as national com- 
mitteeman. 

Mr. Johnston is expected to hold 
office only until the expiration of Sen- 
ator Bafley’s term, as Congressman 
Morris Sheppard, of Texarkana, was 
named in July last by the Texas demo- 
cratic primaries as preferential choice 
for United States senator to succeed 
Senator Bailey. 

The Texas legislature which selects 
Senator Badley’s successor will convene 
January 12 for a three months’ session. 
Its members generally have announced 
that they will heed the primaries’ 
choice and elect Mr. Sheppard senator 
for the regular term.

THE WORLD GROWS BETTER | 


It is a common thing to hear people 
deploring the fact that the world is 
not improving any, and that instead 
of advancement we are really not so 
good today as our fathérs were yes- 
terday. One of the arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of this stand is the 
fact that there are so many graft in- 
vestigations, and that the charges in 
these cases are so often proven true. 
But if the man who makes these 
charges will stop and think for a mo- 
ment he will see that the very evidence 
he advances is in support of his oppo- 
nents in the discussion. 

Fifty years ago there were not so 
many graft charges and not so many 
men in public positions who were 
proven corrupt and guilty of betrayal 
of their trust. This is abselutely true, 
but the point to remember is that be- 
cause the investigations were not mad» 
is not evidence that the corrupt poli- 
As a matter 
of fact, practices which today are re- 
garded as criminal were then logke:d 
upon as good business and the regular 
routine of public life. Fifty years ago 
if the head of a big corporation paid 
a large sum to the legislators of his 
state, or of the federal government, 
in order to have certain: bills which 
were favorable to his business passed 
or vetoed as the case might be, he 
never thought of it as a crime, but 
was quite likely to enter the amount 
on his books as necessary expenditure. 
And he would not Keep the books with 
such entries in Secretly, but they were 
as open for investigation as any other 
books of the concern. At that day 
men nad not been taught to think that 
the only. way in which huge contribu- 
tions t» “campaign funds” could be 
used was to purchase votes, and that 
buying votes was a crime. The busi- 
ness man who could secure legislation 
that would enable him to close out a 
competitor was regarded as a shrewd 
business man, and the competitor 
merely as a man too small to take ad- 


vantage of such opportunities or else 
too slow to think and act. This being 
the case, it is not surprising that there 
are today so many graft cases ‘before 
the public. It takes more than one in- 
vestigation or one year of investigation 
to eradicate misdoing that has been 
looked upon by the entire community 
as prefectly proper heretofore. The 
men at the heads of the large corpora- 
tions today are the mén who were 
boys when their fathers were buying 
votes and bribing statesmen. They 
grew up with the idea that it was alto- 
gether legitimate business, and what 
the boy learns the man will generally 
believe. So it is not surprising that 
the big business men of today cannot 
see wherein they do wrong when they 
connect business and politics in such 
ways, and it cannot be expected that 
the evil will be removed until the fact 
that it is an evil has been a matter of 
public conviction long enough for a 
new generation of business men, 
trained to this way of thinking, to 
grow up and take charge of the busi- 
ness and government affairs of the 
nation. 

And so the old world grows better. 
The recognized methods of yesterday 
are looked upon as crimes by the 
awakened conscience of today. The 
puny rules that governed the conduct 
of the past generations are no longer 
necessary today, because the modern 
man is recognizing that which is right 
and that which is wrong, and the world 
can loose some of the leading strings. 
As man recognizes that it is a crime to 
buy votes, to work men, women and 
children at starvation wages in insani- 
tary mills, to sell or buy goods on 
false representation, so Mother Nature 
removes the petty laws which she has 
given him in the past as moral five- 
finger exercises. Today we may dance 
the turkey trot, but we punish the 
crooked politician and we enact and 
enforce laws to protect the mothers 
and children of the race from the greed 
? the capitalist who would exploit

William Mack Tanner was one of the 
best known and best beloved of At- 
lanta’s city salesmen. His death laat 
Sunday came as a shock to his many 
friends, and he Ils mourned by a large 
circle who knew him well. 

Mr. Tanner came to Atlanta from 
Alabama in 1898. He was 20 years old 
at that time and first worked for his 
uncle, W. W. Anderson, in the produce 
business. On January 1, 1900, he en- 
tered the employ of the wholesale gro- 
cery house of Fain & Stamps, and was 
with them until the time of his death. 

There was no man in the ranks of 
the wholesale business in Atlanta who 
was more sincerely MNked than Mack 
Tanner. He was never spoken of as 
“Mr. Tanner,” and would probably not 
have recognized that name as applied 
to himself. Every one, including e 
host of children, with whom he -was 
always a favorite, called him ‘‘Mack.” 
Amerchanttowhom hehadsold goods 
for the past ten years said of him: “I 
liked Mack more than any salesman 
who ever called on me, and it is a sim- 
ple fact that he never misrepresented 
any goods to me in the slightest de- 
gree.” 

He was a member of the Masonic 
order, the Knights of Pythias, Red 
Men, U. CC. T., Atlanta Council, 18, ana 
Post B, of the T. P. A. He had long 
been actively interested in the City 
Salesmen’s association, having held va- 
rious offices in that body, and was 
president for 1912. : 

The funeral was held at his home 
near Tallapoosa, Ala., and many friends 
from Atlanta attended. The body was 


escorted from Atlanta by W. O. Stamns, 
W. P. Fain, a delegation from the City 
Salesmen’s association, and by four of 
his fellow employees, 

The man who probably knew Mack 
best said: “If Mack had a dollar and 
a friend needed manty, 95 cents was 
his. All Mack wanted was car fare 
home,” 

That is the best description of Mack 
Tanner, and he is sincerely mourned by 
everyone who ever knew him.

One year ago today, in a certain 
town in Georgia, not a thousand miles 
from the town in which this is being 
read now, for it applies everywhere, 
there was a young, hustling, honest 
and capable business man standing in 
front of his store. Under his arm was 
a large billbook and itn the book were 
many accounts against the people of 
the town. He was accosted by a friend 
thus: “Why so sad, William?” And 
he told this story, and |] will tell it 
here, for it is true today and fits so 
well as to eanditions existing in every 
town: 

“For three days now I hawe been 
walking these streets trying to collect 
these bills. |] have ‘here over $5,000 In 
accounts against the best people of 
this town, andI have only collected so 
far lese than $200. How can I pay my 
how can ] keep my business 
going? 1 have ftust been to see a 
banker who owes me over $150 for 
goods that his wife and daughters; 
bought from my store during the past 
three montns, and he said to me, ‘Wil- 
liam, I can’t pay that today; will see 
you laterin the monthabout it.’ He 
could pay me now; if he hasn't the 
money he could give me a note tha: 1 
could use. I didn’t have the face to 
ask him for a note. I could only gay, 
‘All right, sir,” and walk away. There 
are a dozen men on my list here that 
are worth double what I am worth, 
and yet they let their families trade 
here with me on their credit and take 
their own sweet time to pay me what 
ig justly due me at any time I ask for 
it, after the usual thirty days. Now. 
there are several things that make up 
this condition of affairs that are hard 
In tue first place, so many 
parents of girls let them go downtown 
every day; they shop around and buy 
hundreds of things they have no use 
for—dollar after dollar’s worth of 
things they cannot afford to buy. It 
is not my place to stop them, or to try 


and train them; their parents are good 
for it; I can sue them and make them 


ipay, but it will lose me their trade and 


often cost me more than the account 
is worth. Many a girl has come into 
my store and bought ridbons and 
‘jabots,’ (the ‘bot’ is silent as in prune), 
and said, ‘charge that to papa,’ when 
her ‘papa’ is so hard up for ready 
money that his taxes are In a fi. fa, and 
his shoes need mending. Many a man’s 
wife has come in here and bought 
suits for herself that she doeg not need, 
underwear that she could make if she 
didn’t have to stay on the streets half 
the day, and clothes for her young 
children that taxes the income of some 
of the best salaried men to take care 
of, in addition to buying the meat and 
bread. 

“IT have noted often a wealthy wom- 
an come into the store with a woman 


| whose husband is a small salaried man, 


and when the rich woman buys expen- 
sive things that she can afford the 
poorer woman will light {n and buy 
the same quality of stuff that she can 
not afford to buy at all and I have to 
wait. I am the goat, and 1 am tired 
wf it. Not long ago I went to a cer- 
tain lady of good family and splendid 
people and told her frankly that I 
wanted her to pay her account before 
she bought any more on credit. She 
was amazed, but sensible, and said she 
would, and she did. Before that she 
had been trading at the rate of $40 a 
month and paying $10 on account.
